ness of the transfer to America. They are heartily in favor of it.

advantage of having a home country nearer than England is essential to 
our prosperity. 


The islands mentioned by Lord Eothermere include the Bermudas, 


the Bahamas and some of the other West Indian islands, but not Jamaica, 
Barbados or Trinidad. 
In some of the islands excepted by Lord Rother- 


mere I belic\e that there would be objection to the transfer. In Jamaica 
I believe it would be ver} strong. 


Perhaps Bermuda would have a less enthusiastic feeling about the 


advisability of the transfer of allegiance, but I think that I voice the 
feelings of the business men of my islands, and I am in a position to know, 
having lived there all my life, when I say that they would favor the move.

Whee-ee-ee! Zing! Bang! There 1 


was right in the middle of it. I thought 
the whole world was like that and I'm 
free to confess the first Impression was 
anything but favorable. Those Zep- 
pelins and their bombs were awfully 
annoying; they made me nervous. Fur- 
thermore, a cellar is no place In which 
to be born. It gives one such a wrong 
Idea of home. Of course, I know now 
It was the best place for safety, but 
then I didn't have my present view- 
point. That was about five years ago. 
Yes, my entrance was quite dramatic. 
You see, I came just at the wrong time. 
They were expecting the roof to fall In 
at any minute anS the atmosphere was 
rather strained. 
It wasn't at all the 


sort of welcome a new member of a 
iamlly expects.

Edgar Allan Poo is America's best- 


beloved writer abroad, according to 
Vicente Blasco Ibanoz, the 
famous 


Spanish novelist. The author's great- 
est afternoon in America was the one 
set aside for a quiet visit to the humble 
and tragic home of the author of "The 
Raven" and "The Cask of Amontilla- 
do." 


Poe's cottage is a quaint little one- 


story frame house, painted white, on 
the Grand Concourse on the upper 
fringe of the city. The ground around 
It has been dedicated and is known as 
Poe park. 
The building is just the 


same as it was when Poe lived there 
in company with his fantastic satnns 
and ethereal sweethearts. 


A party of five-went with Ibanez. It 


was just dark when they arrived at the 
Poe home. The air WHS chilly and dank, 
as Poe would have said. Six or seven 
candles spluttered feebly against the 
walls and threw fantastic shadows into 
the small bedroom where, so history 
hath it, the author of "The Raven" had 
spent so many nights of anguish and 
unearthly vision. 


It is strange but there are very few 


New Yorkers who know where Poe 
lived and they have never seen the park 
or the little tragic cottage. 
The only 


indication that it was the home of the 
genius of the odd is the little black 
raven painted in the front. 


There is a little porch, much like a 


modern doll-house porch. At night Poe 
used to sit out there alone with the 
stars, smoking and dreaming. Then he 
was in tha wilderness, for New York 
was many miles away. Off to his right 
was the Hudson and the Jersey coast. 


Around about him were all sorts of 


night cries. He loved the mysterious 
wails, the ghostly shadows that creep 
about 
at 
night. 
Many 
ambitious 


writers go there at night now to drink 
In the mental pictures that came to 
Poe—but instead are howls of the 
Bronx kiddies, the honk of the auto, 
the grind of car wheels and all the com- 
plex noises of a congested center.

Cottage Where Edgar Allan Poe Lived 
and Dreamed Has Been Preserved 
for Posterity. 


Edgar Allan Poe is America’s best- 
beloved writer abroad, according to 
Vicente Blasco Ibanez, the famous 
Spanish novelist. 
The author’s great­ 
est afternoon in America was the one 
set aside for a quiet visit to the humble 
and tragic home of the author of “The 
Itaven” and “The Cask of Amontilla­ 
do.” 
Poe’s cottage is a quaint little one- 
story frame house, painted white, on 
the Grand Concourse on the upper 
fringe of the city. The ground around 
It has been dedicated and Is known as 
Poe park. 
The building Is just the 
same as it was when Poe lived there 
In company with his fantastic satans 
and ethereal sweethearts. 
A party of five’^vont with Ibanez. It 
was just dark when they arrived at the 
Poe home. The air was chilly and dank, 
as Poe would have said. 
Six or seven 
candles spluttered feebly against the 
walls and threw fantastic shadows Into 
the small bedroom where, so history 
hath It, the author of “The Haven” had 
spent so many nights of anguish and 
unearthly vision. 
It Is strange but there are very few 
New Yorkers who know where Poe 
lived and they have never seen the park 
or the little tragic cottage. 
The only 
Indication that it was the home of the 
genius of the odd is the little black 
raven painted in the front. 
There is a little porch, much like a 
modern doll-house porch. At night Poe 
used to sit out there alone with the 
6tars, smgking and dreaming. Then he 
was In the wilderness, for New York 
was many miles away. Off to his right 
was the Hudson and the Jersey coast. 
Around about him were all sorts oi 
night cries. 
He loved the mysterious 
wails, the ghostly shadows that creep 
about 
at 
night.

ambitious 
writers go there at night now to drink 
in the mental pictures that came to 
Poe—but Instead are howls of the 
Bronx kiddles, the honk of tho auto, 
the grind of car wheels and all the com­ 
plex nolseii of a congested center.

Water rates were raised In New Ox- 


ford at the suggestion of the water 
committee, and backed byethe action 
of the boro council at its regular moot- 
ing. The raise is general and will 
take effect on April 1, next. The raise 
in water rent rates follows: First hy- 
drant $7, bath tub $3, water closet $3, 
auto wast $3. an increase of $1 each; 
cellar lifts with hydrant $15; street 
sprinkling $4, for 40 feet, lOc addition- 
al for each loot. All factories and ga- 
rages, hotels and restaurants will be 
equipped with meters, and the flat 
minimum rats will be $15 per year, 
with following schedule: 30c per 1000 
gallons-for first 20,000 gallons; 25c per 
1000 gallons for first 50,000, etc.

'changes will go into effect April 1st. 
The ordinance for same is now in the 
hands of the Borough Attorney, Wra. 
Hersh, Esq. Council decided to meet 
Feb. 20th, to approve the ordinance.

Beavers' Most Marvelous 


Accomplishment, Building 


of Dan to Retain Water 


"And 
now we come to the most mar- 


velous- of the beaver's accomplish- 
ments—the feat of building a dam, and 
we shall understand a point which has 
possibly pu/.y.lcc) many of us, and thcit 
is the leason for building this dam," 
sajs Havmond L. Ditmars in Boys' 
Life, in the course of an article on 
"Animal Engineers." 


"Work on the dam is now in order, 


and this means additional clearings, as 
a great amount of timber is necessary. 
The banks of the stream begin to show 
quite an open character, as the sap- 
lings fall, aie cut up and the sections 
tovied to the site of the dam. 


"During this work another interest- 


ing characteristic of the beaver is dis- 
played, the animal's thrift and elimi- 
nation of waste 
Its favorite food is 


green bark and this is easily obtained. 
Many branches are stripped by the 
broad incisor teeth and ior a time 
these lie in confusion along the banks 
—but not for long. The foundation of 
the dam uses in nn/ch the same fash- 
ion as that of the beaver's house of 
tooth hewn timber and once the out- 
line is established there is a general 
cleanup on shore. 
Sticks that have 


been gnawed free of bark are simply 
caited to the water and turned loose 
as is much other d^bus in the shape 
of fine, loose biush, left over from the 
laiger cutting 
This material floats 


downstream and lodges against the 
iiamewoik of the dam, wheie it is 
woiked into the crevices, and is fol- 
lowed 
by 
water-soaked 
materials, 


much mud and wet leaves from the 
sti'-am bottom 
The clam is soon ef- 


fective and the stream begins to rise 
The beavers now w ork at the base of 
the dam, making it broader by packing 
it with mud and pioducing the same 
foundation of geneious bieadth at the 
bottom with an inward curve toward 
the top that we note in the most ap- 
proved feats oi human engineering m 
letiumng and raising bodies of wa- 
tei."

with far greater confidence than the 
last. This is In spite of formidable 
handicaps, such ns Ihe balance of 
trade running against her at the rate 
of about 1,500,00^,000 francs a month, 
about 50 per cent depreciation of the 
exchange value of the franc and the 
consequent difficulty of procuring raw 
material* 
and 
machines 
urgently 


needed for reconstruction. 


France's renewed confidence is de- 


rhed directly from the result of the 
recent elections. These are regarded 
here as having definitely stabilized in- 
ternal politics, ended all danger of 
revolutionary agitation for some time 
to come and brought about a better at- 
titude by capital and labor toward the 
immense effort before France. 


Money is forthcoming for invest- 


ments in anything that promises stabil- 
ity. 
While the investments in short- 


term treasury bonds are continuing at 
the rate of nearly 2,000,000,000 francs 
a month, there is plenty of money for 
industrial and commercial enterprises 
and long-term loans. The 4,000,000,000 
franc 
loan 
to 
provide immediate 


resources for indemnifying victims of 
the invasion was o\ersubscribed before 
the official opening of the subscrip- 
tions. 
Important banks and Indus 


trial companies have lately increased 
their capital to an aggregate of nearly 
500,000,000,000 francs. 


Big Trade on Bourse. 


Transactions on the Fans bourse, 


which still are confined to cash deals 
h;ue exceeded on certain davs records 
of pre-war tiadmg. when lutnres en- 
teied laigely into the totals. The up- 
\vaid 
mo\ement of all industrials 


which began bofoie the signature of 
the treat.v at Versailles, has been un- 
checked 
b> 
successive liquidations. 


This is regarded by keen obseners 
here as a Mire sign of economic re- 
cox cry. 


Emplov ers sav the labor situation Is 


improved and that the last strikes cle- 
\eloped signs that the woikers them- 
selves were becoming weary of long 
continued disturbances of business, in- 
dustry and transportation. They see 
a tendency against frivolous strikes 
and an indication that only real griev- 
ances will induce the wage earners to 
quit work hereafter. 


Decentralization of capital and in- 


dustry is seen in the establishing in 
Normandy of textile industries to re- 
place those in the occupied territory 
^stiojed bj the war 
This movement 


ha* >een greatly extended by develop- 
ment of w ater pow er in the region of 
the Alps and the center and south of 


France. 
Industrial leaders say that 


no particular region of France here- 
after will monopolize any Industry, and

equable recovery of all parts of the 
country. 


To Transfer Industries. 


Powerful financial groups are at the 


head of the movement to transfer im- 
portant industries from the coal re- 
gion to southwestern France, where 
water power soon will be available. 
Other groups are being formed to de- 
velop manufacturing centers near the 
coast so as to reduce the cost of 
transporting 
raw materials. 
Indus- 


trial leaders say that this activity on 
the part of capital, supported by the 
recovery of labor from what has been 
characterized as a wave of "laziness," 
gives a healthy tone to the situa- 
tion. 


Instability of the exchange value of 


the franc is regarded as one of the 
weakest points in French conditions. 
It is pointed out that France cannot 
pay twice over at present high prices 
for supplies she needs, and that is 
what the present low value of the 
franc means. The French government 
is now studying a complete renovation 
of the financial policy with a view to 
making such proMsions to meet obli- 
gations as will give greatest stability, 
both at home and abroad. 
Details of 


the new financial policy are as yet not 
disclosed, but it is understood that it 
comprises a large interior loan to take 
up all short-term bonds and floating

Difference Between Grain and Wood 


Alcohol Clearly Described—Fatal- 


ities Due to Amateur Attempts 


to Make Gram Alcohol. 


Chicago.—While there are seventeen 


or more alcoholic products known in 
chemistry, there aie t\\o of general 
commercial use in the country—ethyl 
alcohol, or ordinary alcohol, the kind 
we used to be able to buy "for medici- 
nal purposes," and methjlated spirit, 
or industrial alcohol, which is popular- 
ly called "wood alcohol," and which 
does contain an amount of that fluid. 


Ethyl or ordinary alcohol is formed 


by the spirituous or alcoholic fermen- 
tation of saccharine juices. The fer- 
mentation must be completed before it 
is distilled. It is made Irom grain, 
either corn, wheat, or barley. This is

Source of Wood Alcohol. 


Wood alcohol is obtained by the dry 


distillation of wood. 
The common 


method of obtaining this is to take 
corclwood which has been seasoned for 
about two years—beech, maple, and 
birch are best—place it m iron or steel 
retorts over a slow fire. The intensity 
of the fire is gradually increased as the 
distillation progresses, until at the end 
of from twe-ve to eighteen hours noth- 
ing remains in the retort but charcoal. 


The distillate is passed through a 


condenser, and the liquid thus gath- 
ered is allowed to set In tanks until 
the greater part of the tarry matter 
in it has subsided. The lighter part is 
then drawn off and saturated with 
slaked lime to IK the acetic acid 
It 


is then distilled a second time and the 
distillate sent to the refineries as wood 
alcohol 
Sawdust or any woody fiber 


or cellulose can be used in place of 
cordwood. 


Wood alcohol, either in its pure form 


or as an ingredient of industrial alco- 
hol, is a poison, and has a selective 
action upon the optic nerve, in which 
It ofton induces a condition of perma- 
nent atrophy which results in total 
blindness. 


Denatured Alcohol. 


For some purposes "completely de- 


natured alcohol" is made by adding to 
industrial alcohol a little benzine or 
pyndine to spoil the taste and render 
it offensive. 
Denatured alcohol may 


be made more cheaply than ordinary 
alcohol by using cheaper 
materials, 


such as any starchy vegetable sub- 
stance, or a waste bv product, as the 
poorest grade of molasses or the waste 
of a canning factory. 


"It is probable that a good deal of 


the wood alcohol that is being distrib- 
uted as a beverage is the result of the 
attempts of amateurs to make ordinary 
alcohol. 
In their ignorance they use 


vegetable substances such as potato 
peelings, and, by using too Intense a 
fire and making the distillation with- 
out having first allowed fermentation 
to take place, produce methyl or wood 
alcohol instead," said J. H. Nusbaum, 
a chemist.

People of the British West Indies, even those of English birth, favor 
for economic reasons the transfer of a portion of the islands to the United 
States as liquidation of a part of Great Britain’s war debt—the sugges­ 
tion niado to parliament recently by Lord Eothermero. 
' 
It is a foregone conclusion in the minds of every man who is familiar 
with the West Indian situation that they will some day become possessions 
of the United States. 
It does not matter what England wants nor what 
the natives want nor what America wants. Their position and their con­ 
dition make its ultimate end American. It may not come in my time, but 
it will come. It is inevitable. 
The residents of the Turks and Caicas islands realize the inovitable- 
ness of the transfer to America. 
Tliey are heartily in favor of it. 
As 
strongly as we love Great Britain—I am a born and bred Britisher—the 
advantage of having a home country nearer than England is essential to 
our prosperity. 
The islands mentioned by Lord Rothermere include the Bermudas,, 
the Bahamas and some of the other West Indian islands, but not Jamaica, 
Barbados or Trinidad. In some of the islands excepted by Lord Rotlier- 
mere I believe that there would be objection to the transfer. 
In Jamaica 
I believe it Avould be very strong. 
Perhaps Bermuda would have a less enthusiastic feeling about the 
advisability of the transfer of allegiance, but I think that I voice the 
feelings of the business men of my islands, and I am in a position to know, 
having lived there all my life, when 1 say that they would favor the move.

But, after all, I hadn’t much reason 
to complain. As soon as the Germans 
took our town they stopped destroying 
houses, because they wanted to keep 
the city In good condition to live in 
after they had won the war, 
(I sup­ 
pose they are sorry now.) Even at that 
they weren't pleasant people to have 
around. I was asleep when they first 
came to our house. I’d heard a bang­ 
ing outside, but didn’t think anything 
of it and went on sleeping. All of a sud­ 
den some one picked me up and he was 
anything but gentle. 
I didn’t like it 
and I didn’t like him, and I said so In 
very plain and forceful language. My 
lungs and vocal cords were simply 
worn out afterward. I surely was re­ 
lieved when my sister took me away 
from him—and I guess he was, too. 
But that was Just the beginning. 
When I saw another man in one of 
those rat-colored costumes pull the 
mattress off my crib and take out its 
wool stuffing I was mad clear tlirougji. 
And then I looked around and saw 
they were doing the same thing to my 
mother’s bed. They took most Qf the 
blankets, too. But what could we do? 
My father wasn’t there, because he had 
gone somewhere else to fight and I 
was the only man in the house. I had 
tried kicking that German when he 
first picked me up and I realized he 
was too big for me to handle. 
We hoped that one raid would be 
the end of it, but it wasn’t. Well, to

tails of those four years. They w%re 
mostly a monotony of nothing to eat 
and nothing to wear. Everybody felt 
sorry for me because I was sd young, 
When the armistice was signed, we 
just went crazy here. The first Belgian 
soldier who rode Into town was car­ 
ried about on people’s shoulders till 
the poor fellow was worn out. We 
wore terribly anxious to get rid of 
the Germans and, because they didn’t 
leave fast enough to suit us, everyone 
wore little pins like brooms to show 
them we were going to sweep them 
out, if they didn’t hurry. 
Suddenly my father came home. I 
hoard my mother call his name and 
all the family ran Into the hall where

make a long story short, they came 
another time and took all the pretty 
shiny copper and our doorknobs. They 
removed our big bronze chandeliers

piano. We tried to hide some things, 
but they found all except a few door­ 
knobs and a couple of candlesticks. 
Then they came again and took the 
linen. Finally they made a search for 
potatoes. After that, they visited us 
once a week and seized whatever they 
had missed before. Honestly, I con­ 
cluded, they were going to take the 
whole house and were moving it on the 
Installment plan. But they left the 
house itself and whatever they didn’t 
want in It. 
My mother was awfully sad because 
we didn’t liear from father. Of course 
we didn't have much to live on either. 
The Germans wouldn’t let anyone 
have more than a little bit of bread 
a week and everything else was just 
as scarce, I was always hungry and 
said so till I noticed mother was 
giving me part of her share, I didn’t 
make so much fuss after that. As to 
clothes—well, as I gnew, I had to have 
new ones and we couldn’t buy them 
because we didn’t have money and 
materials were terribly high-prJced. 
The 1‘est of the family had wurn out 
all the things they had in the begin­ 
ning. My sister dyed some blankets- 
we had hidden whenever the Germans 
called and we made coats and other 
v*luihes of them. Then at night we 
put them over us to keep warm. Be- 
lic\e me there were some queer cos­ 
tumes here during the war. 
As so. n as 1 learned to talk, I began 
getting Into^ trouble. One day I saw 
ihai German olllcer who had yanked 
me out of bed when I was just new. 
I thought maybe he hadn’t understood 
my former remarks and so I made a 
few mure. He reached for me and I 
ran. At. first he started to chase me, 
j\xt it Jostled his dignity too much, and 
i was safe. I got into one scrape after 
tinoiher and, sometimes when X was 
iungry, I couldn’t run fast enough. 
Those men certainly knew how to use 
htlr swagger-sticks. I guess they must 
have practiced at home. 


we were practically strangers.

sensation was very queer, I think he 
felt it too, for he looked at me curi­ 
ously.

Mother told 
him that the clothes we’d made from 
the blankets were so worn that they 
wouldn’t do for either clothes or blank­ 
ets this winter. But my sister had been 
downtown pricing things and it seems 
you can’t buy wool clothes now for 
less than a fortune. Father said he 
didn’t see how they were going to get 
enough new machinery Jn place of 
that the Germans took from his fac­ 
tory to make the necessary fortune. 
Mother and my sister can’t go out at 
the same time any more, because of 
the coat question. Father’s things are 
none too good. And just look at these 
trousers I*m wearing! Aren’t they a 
sight? They’re too tight, too. If I don’t 
get a new pair pretty soon, Til just 
be desperate. 
Take It from me, Fm never going 
to be born again during a war; Til 
wait till it’s all over and settled. All 
I could do was take up room and food 
and clothing. And, anyhow, It’s no fit 
Introduction to life. 
Why, at first, 
when we began to get more to eat, I 
was actually food-shy. 
I’m not fat 
enough yet, but, if I have to wear 
these clothes much longer, I guess 
it’s a good thing.
